BLAINE, 
A WORDY WAR. 
HOT VERBAL SHOT WITH PROCTOR KNOTT. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineoton, D. C., June 7.—The scene in 
the House Judiciary Committee this morning is 
without a parallel in the history of investiga- 
tions. The Judiciary Committee has had Blaine 
under investigation for some weeks. Blaine 
this morning took the investigation out of the 
hands of the Committee, and arraigned the 
Committee on the charge of unfairness, and of 
the deliberate suppression of information 
claimed to be favorable to him. Blaine forced 
a consideration of the circumstances connected 
with the suppressed telegram from Josiah Cald- 
well, in London, and compelled the Committee 
to make important disclosures as to the 
method of this suppression. Mr. Blaine 
has again demonstrated that he is a most skill- 
full and successful exponent of the policy of 
audacity. His first charge upon the Committee 
was that the Sub-Committee to investigate him, 
composed of two ex-Confederate Generals, was 


specially 
APPOINTED TO TRY HIM 
in revenge for his aggressive course in the am- 
nesty debate. To prove this, he appealed to 
the Committee for the evidence in the record- 
book. The Committee declined to produce the 
book, stating that they had no authority to 
show it. Blaine then assumed for him- 
self the authority which the Committee 
was impotent to gige, went to the 
Clerk’s table, took the book, turned to the rec- 
ord, and to the evident amazement of the Sub- 
Committees proceeded to publicly examine the 
record, and to discuss it. Blaine said there was 
a question of veracity between Knott and him- 
selfastothe date of the appointment of the 
Sub-Committee. Blaine said that Knott had 
said that the Sub-Committee was appointed un- 
der the Luttrell resolution and not under the 
Tarbox resolution. Blaine showed from the 
Committee records that the Luttrell resolution 
was adopted Jan. 31, 1876, and that the Tar- 
box resolution was passed May 2. The 
Committee records show that the sub-Committee, 
on which were the two Confederate Generals, was 
designated May 3. Blaine made the point, there- 
fore, that Knott's statement in the House was in- 
correct, and that the Confederate Generals were 
appointed to try him after the Tarbox resolution. 
*BLAINE’S MARVELOUS AUDACITY 
startled the Confederate Committee as much as 
his speech of Monday did inthe House. He in- 
sisted that the Committee was appointed after the 
Tarbox resolution, and asked the Committee if this 
was not the fact? Ashe, of the Committee, became 
angry, rose hastily from his seat, and said he did 
not propose to be placed upon the stand to be ex- 
amined by Blaine. Proctor Knott soon returned 
to the room, and interrupted the examination to 
make a statement in reply to an issue of veracity 
which Blaine had raised. Knott maintained that 
the sub-Committee was appointed under the Lat- 
trell resolutions, which was passed Jan. 31. 
Knott clearly proved his point by the concurrent 
testimony of nearly all the members of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. It appears, however, that the 
appointment of the sub-Committee was 
NOT ENTERED IN THE RECORD 

of the Committee until May 3, which happened to 
be the day succeeding the adoption of the Tarbox 
resolution. Blaine charged, however, in rebut- 
tal. that the Committee had permitted the —.—

KNOTT CROSS-EXAMINED.

Blaine—You say the cable dispatch was no evi- 
dence.

TEMPERANCE. 


Meeting of the Grand Temple ef Honor for 
Wisconsin—Progress of the Order in Two 
Years—Annual Address of Col. J. 4. 
Watrous. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Fonp po Lac, Wis., June 7.—The Grand 
Temple of Honor for Wisconsin met at Oshkosh 
to-day. The Order is comparatively new in 
Wisconsin, having commenced operations in 
earnest two years ago last spring, at which time 
there were only two Temples in the State. It 
receives oy men. There are at present sixty 
Temples in the State. It re ches and keeps the 
drinking classes, making of them the best of 
Temperance-workers. Unlike some of the Tem- 
perance Orders, the Temple relies upon 
moral suasion and personal effort, keeping 
clear from politics. By these means it has suc- 
ceeded in reforming thousands of men, and in 
building up a strong Temperance sentiment 
wherever the Order has been established. It 
fraternal end benevolent features are equal to 
those of the old Orders, and the Order promises 
to become as permanent. During the past year 
and a half Temples have been instituted at 
Oshkosh, Neenah, Appleton, Omro, Ripon, 
Berlin, Milwaukee, Beaver Dam, Columbua, 
Portage City, Eldorado Mills, Eureka, Waupun, 
Winneconne, Fox Lake, Juneau, Sheboygan 


Falls, Stevens Point, Brandon, Horicon, Prince- 
ton, Waukesha, Markesan, Janesville, Rando) ~ 
Dartford, Cambria, Chilton, Beloit, Rio,Men 
Tomah, Monroe, Kingston, Shawano, Water- 
town, Burlington, Oconomowoc, Delavan, Bur- 
nett, Elkhorn, ge pe Packwaukee LeRoy, 
LaCrosse, North LaCrosse, We stfield, Mar- 
quette, Pardeville, Stoc ‘kbridge, Wyocena, Ku- 
bourn City, and Union Grove.

A reference to the Order as it was found in the 
spring of 1874, and to its achievements since, is 
certainly appropriate. At that time there were leas 
Temples than in any State where the Order pretend- 
ed t haves foothold, No. 1, Geneva, and No, &, 
Fond du Lac, constituted the sum total, with a 
membership of less than fifty. A few members of 
the Fond du Lac Temple, who had acquainted 
themselves with the beauties of the Temple- work, 
and who felt most keenly the need of effective 
temperance effort, and were not content with the

rent during the year or more of the Temple's 
stence, went to work, with a determination

Their eflorta were crowned with greater 
success than they had anticipated. One of the

will commend the Order to the people of other 
cities and villages, and in a few years we shall see 
Tempice springing into existence all about us, doing 
a work that will carry joy to the hearts of thou- 
sands of sorrowing mothers, wives, and children, 
and cause the right-thinking of al) classes to speak 
words of cheer and to commend. The policy was 
changed. Work commenced. The membership 
to-day is at least 4,000. Wisconsin is the banner 
State so far as regards eye of Temples — 
membership, and.

ears in Wisconsin, 2,500 drinking men have been 
nduced to adopt the principle of total abstinence. 

Of thie number, thirty were saloon- keepers and bar- 
tenders. At least 1,000 were what are termed 
confirmed drunkard. Five hundred were hard 
drinkers, and the balance were moderate drinkers. 
The Temple has not only secured these men for 
members, but in most instances they have become 
very earnest, zealous workers in the cause to 
which our Order is chiefly dedicated. It has en- 
larged the minds, hearts, and ideas of life-long 
temperance men, and increased their influence for 
good many-fold. It has given aid, encourage- 
ment, and positive strength to all other Tem- 
perance Societies and efforts. It has car- 
ried forwardg Temperance-work in such a 
way as very materially to disarm opposition by se- 
curing the respect, confidence, and moral support 
of a very large class not yet actively engaged in the 
reform, and whose numbers would, if they gave a 
candid opinion, tell us they would years ago have 
identified themselves with the cause had it not been 
for the fanatical, impractical, and nonsensical ways 
of those who marked out the course to be pursued, 
and which course attached odium to, and heaped 
ridicule upon, the cause,—a cause which deserves 
the prayers, thought, and labors of the best hearts

THE BLAINE LETTERS. 

Now that the dazzling brilliancy of Mr. 
Buiarne’s Monday performance has toned 
down somewhat, it is as well that the real 
significance of his letters be considered. It 
is not easy at this time to make an analytic 
examination, since all the letters which Mr. 
Bram caused to be read in the House are 
not yet at hand, owing to the singular 
omission of the Press Agent to telegraph 
them the day thoy were read. Morton, 
the Boston witness, has also intimated that 
Mr. Bram did not produce all the letters 
which he took from Muttican, but of course 
the later cannot testify absolutely as to this 
until he shall have seen the full collection of 
letters submitted to the House and printed 
in the Congressional Record. There is like- 
wise considerable confusion arising from the 
arrangement of the letters, which seems to 
be inversely in order of dates, and for the 
proper connection between them Mr. Biarnz 
has furnished no guide. An enumeration of 
the points in this correspondence is, there- 
fore, necessarily partial, incomplete, and un- 
satisfactory; but such as they are from the 
data at hand we summarize as follows: 

1. In regard to the Spencer rifle contract, 
it appears that BLalxx, before he entered 
Congress, entered into a bargain for making 
a sale to the Government, through Smron 
Cameron, then Secretary of War, and that 
he assisted in securing legislation favorable 
to the Gun Company, enabling them to escape 
paying taxes on the arms after he became a 
member of Congress. It also appears from 
his own letters that he took $10,000 worth 
of Srzncer rifle stock, for which he gave 
Frsuer his note; that as late as 1872 this 
note had not been paid, but, in a letter to 
Fisuer in that year, Bram claimed that 
the dividends, running all through these 
years and embracing his entire Congressional 
career, had canceled the note, yielded him 
some thousands of dollars cash, and left 
Fenn indebted to him some thousands 
more. It seems that Mr. Bram admits, 
then, in his own letters that he received the 
stock without paying cash for it, and that 
he drew dividends on that stock all the time 
he was in Congress, and while he was assist- 
ing the Company in securing legislation to 
avoid paying their taxes. 

2. In regard to the Northern Pacific trans- 
action, the letters admit that Mr. BLanm was 
anxious to transfer to Fisuer and others a 
lot of the fictitious stock of that Company 
for $25,000 cash, and gave a receipt there- 
for. In a letter dated July 3, 1872, about 
eighteen months after he had receipted for 
the $25,000, Biarve writes to Fisuer about a 
general settlement, and among other things 
says: First, I am ready to fulfill the mem- 
orandum held by you in regard to the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, as / always have been.” 
Presumably the memorandum referred to is 
the following :

This would look as though Mr. Bram for 
eighteen months at least had this Northern 
Pacific Stock at his command. Whether it 
was not finally delivered because a more fav- 
orable sale was negotiated in another quarter, 
or because Mr. BLamx at the last decided not 
to consummate the transaction which he him- 
self had proposed and urged, isnot explained. 

3. In regard tothe Little Rock & Fort 
Smith Railroad transaction, it seems that Mr. 
Bram undertook to job or dispose of 6130, 
000 first-mortgage bonds for Mr. Funn for 
cash, giving along with them the same 
amount of common stock” and the same 
amount of “preferred stock.” But Mr. 
Fmurn delivered to Bram for $130,000 
cash $162,500 in first-mortgage bonds besides 
$150,000 in land-grant bonds, and the com- 
mon and preferred stock aforesaid.. In this 


way Bian received as 8 com- 
mission for selling $82,500 in  first- 
mortgage bonds and $130,000 in land.

does not appear. But he made the point in 


a general settlement with Fisnzr that he had 


lost money in this transaction, because he 
had been obliged to take back some of the 
bonds. Mutziean, who represented Fisuzr 
in this settlement, replied that he under- 
stood from Mr. Arxins that Catpweztu had 
relieved him (Branm) of $75,000 of these 
bonds by getting Tom Soorr to pu. them off 
on the Union Pacifie Company for $64,000 
in cash. Mr. Aris was one of the Direct- 
ors of the Union Pacific Company, and he 
has not yet explicitly denied Muzican’s 
statement. This source might also explain 
why Rotes, the Treasurer of the Com- 
pany, told Harrison, another Director, that 
Blanmm was the beneficiary of the trans- 
action,—a statement which Roms, 
under oath, admitted that he made, 
but for which he has never given his 
authority. The fact that Tom Soorr got 
the bonds from CATD wt, and even CaLp- 
WELL's recent telegram to Kwort, that Tom 
Scorr’s version of the affair was correct, 
would not deny that Catpwett had taken 
them back from Bram or from Buarne’s 
friends, to whom they had been sold, so that 
the $64,000 went to relieve BLamn. Mr. 
Buarmm bad taken many occasions to 
show Mr. Caupwett how much he owed to 
Blanm's Congressional interference in be- 
half of the scheme. 

It must be remembered that Mr. Brame 
did not permit Muuiican to present these 
letters with a connected story of the various 
transactions to which they refer, but that he 
himself presented them in such order as he 
pleased and with his own construction. It 
must also be remembered that only a part of 
the letters have been published in full. Yet, 
with all this advantage to Mr. Bram, the 
deductions we have stated seem to be in- 
evitable. In how far they are discreditable 
to Mr. Bram can only be determined by a 
more satisfactory explanation than has yet 
been made; but, in the meantime, it seems 
to be admitted that, as Speaker of the House, 
he influenced legislation favorable to enter- 
prises in which he had a personal interest, 
either actual or prospective. 

It is all these transactions which will con- 
stitute the actual Republican platform of 
the campaign, and which the Republican 
stumpers and newspapers will be continually 
employed in explaining, defining, denying, 
and extenuating ; and it is against a cam- 
paign to be fought on such miserably low 
grounds, in which the party will be on the 
defensive, and self-humiliated and disgraced 
in its own eyes, that Tun Tarsonsz 80 strongly 
protests. 


SERVIA AND RUSSIA. 

The movement of the English Admiral 
Drummond with his Mediterranean fleet to- 
wards the Bosphorus, ostensibly to examine 
its fortifications at the request of the Porte, 
is promptly followed up by the Russians, if 
the latest dispatches may be credited, who 
are marching an army to the Pruth. It is 
furthermore stated that, upon their arrival at 
this historical river-boundary, the Servians 
will strike at the Turks, who are now facing 
them. The Pruth is a tributary of the Dan- 
ube, rising in the Carpathian Mountains, 
flowing east through Galicia and Bukowina, 


of Roumania and Besserabia, joining the 
Danube at Reni, near its delta. It has figured 
in the history of every Turko-Russian war 
since the campaigns of Prrex the Great, 
who narrowly escaped losing his army on its 
banks. Pending the arrival of the Russians, 
which is doubtful at best, the Servians are 
confronting the Turks with a finely organ- 
ized army of 75,000 non, the Turkish army 
being reduced to 27,000 men by the necessi- 
ty of withdrawing a part of its troops to put 
down the Bulgarian uprising, which was assum- 
ing formidable proportions. The situation, 
therefore, isa critical one. Russia has made 
two important moves,—the one towards En- 
gland, the other towards Turkey, for the 
Servian movement is inspired by Russia. 
Russia has furnshed Servia with men, mon- 
ey, and arms. The numerous Sclavonie so- 
cieties of Russa have sent forward val- 
uable contributions to their  breth- 
ren. Russian Generals officer the whole 
Servian army. The Russian half-pay 
Gen. Tomernaywr is the strategic adviser 
of the Servian Government. Apart from 
Russian aid, the Servians themselves are a 
powerful military people. The regular army 
consists of 5,000men, raised by conscription, 
who after four yrars’ service return to their 
homes and are then incorporated with the 
national militia, numbering 150,000 men. 
Besides these thee are 80,000 men liable to 
garrison duty. ll the militia of the first 
and second classes is so organized as to be 
always ready foractive service, so that an 
army of 70,000 nen can be mobilized at 
short notice, andthis army is now in the 
field. The artilley numbers 350 field guns, 
and there are 40/,000 improved muskets in 
the arsenals. Ipside these, the Servians 
have a powder manufactory, acannon foun- 
dry, anda musket armory. The Belgrade 
correspondent ofthe New York Times says: 
The transport, asbulance, and hospital services 
are fairly organize, but there is a great need of 
surgeons, of whon the number is about one hun- 
dred short of the atual requirements of the army 
in case of war. Doots for provisions of all sorts 
have been establisied in the different towns and 
villages, and the ountry is well provided with 
cattle. There is anilitary academy in Belgrade, 
and a majority o the field officers have gone 
through a full couse of instruction in the French, 
Austrian, or Pruslan military schools; on this 
point the Servianarmy is immeasurably superior 


to its enemy, whee great superiority will only be 
found to be in itartillery, 


It will thus h seen that Servia, apart from 
the help of he powerful friend, Russia, is 
able of herselfto cope with the Turks, and 
with success, # her people are much more 
warlike than the Turks. That they are 
bound to figh is evident from the declara- 
tion of the (ak, which is the organ of the 
Servian Cabnet, that war is unavoidable 
since the rejection of the Berlin agreement 
by Turkey. While there can be little doubt 
that it ia a mrtof the Russian programme 
for Servia tattack the Turks, the announce. 
ment that sb has actually moved her troops 
to the Prutt while she has agreed with Ger- 
many and stria to call for an armistice, 
needs confimation.

In all the political calculations Wisconsin 
has been unhesitatingly put down for the 
Cincinnati nominee, whoever he may be.

happen to get the nomination. In the very 
best aspect, Wisconsin is a very doubtful 
State. Last fall, when the political wave was 
running strongly in favor of the Republicans, 
at the November election, in consequence of 
their triumph in Ohio in October and other 
causes, Wisconsin was carried for Governor 
but lost for all the rest of the State ticket. 
Mayor Lvuprnoton, of Milwaukee, was very 
popular in his own city, and ran far 
ahead of his ticket, which saved his election 
by the small majority of 811 votes. The 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor was elected by 910 majority, their Treas- 
urer by 2,804, and their Attorney-General by 
1,804. For a State election the vote was a 
heavy one, and, as seen, taken together the 
Democrats really had a majority of the pop- 
ular vote by more than 1,00. Can Bran 
carry Wisconsin? This is a very important 
question, The Germans hold the balance of 
power, and we have seen no indications that 
they are enthusiastically for him in Wiscon- 
ain, or for that matter anywhere else. They 
receive his name coldly in that State, as in 
this and in Ohio. Can Bram be elected if 
Wisconsin is lost to the Republicans?

Independent outside 
borrowers get street rates. 

On the street, there is a sharp demand for good 

paper, the amount of which offered 1s 
light. Rates are 8@18 per cent.

and that of City National. In the latter case, 
as we are informed, a Receiver has been appointed 
in the open interest of the stockholders. The de- 
positors have not yet received a cent of their 
claims, although the bank closed with about 17 per 
tent cash of its liabilities on hand, and 38 per cent 
in good bills receivable, are scandalous 
facts, and it le no exaggeration to gay that the busi- 
ness Community of this city do not look to any sys- 
tem of examination for protection against bad 
banking. 


THE MISSOURI TOWNSHIP BONDS

Hence, in case of failure to fulfill a contract, the 
company cannot obtain the interposition of the 
Board to discipline one of ite members, nor can one 
of ite members discipline the company. A mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade who has à contract with 
such an Incorporated company need not respond to 
a call for margins, nor can he force the company to 
deposit margins when the deal goes in his favor. 
If both parties are willing to waive all special pro- 
tection accorded by the rules of the Board of Trade, 
and deal only under the common law, the matter 
ie equally fair for both. But it is well that all 
parties should bear in mind the fact that the Board 
of Trade rules do not protect trades between in- 
dividual members and incorporated companies. 

DELIVERY ON CONTRACTS. 

The impression seems to have got abroad, and 
has even been expressed in a jadicial decision, that 
members of the Board of Trade buy and sell with- 
out any expectation that the property will be deliv- 
ered. Some members of the Board do undoubtedly 
trade in the hope and bellef that they will be able 
to ring. or make a direct settlement before the 
maturity of the contract. But if they cannot do 
that the property must be delivered, and it may be 
stated as an axiomatic truth that the rules contem- 
plate the actual delivery in every case. If both 
parties agree to cancel the contract, on terms that 
are eventually satisfactory, it is not the business 
of any one else to interfere, but unless such mutual 
agreement be made the property must be delivered. 
And it should be remembered, also, that a great 
many of the settlements made on Change are only 
matters of convenience, to save cross-deliveries.

STEEL’S QUO WARRANTO. 
4 LETTER FROM COLVIN’S COUNSEL. 
The chief topic of discussion yesterday at 
the City-Hall and elsewhere was the quo war- 
ranto proceeding started in the Criminal Court. 
The following letter addressed by Colvin's law- 
vers to Mr. Hoyne’s counsel shows what they 
claim to wish to accomplish by the move:

- When the agreement was made at the Pacific 
Hotel, by Messrs. Hoyne and Colvin, to submit the 
question in re to the Mayoralty to one of the 
courts of this * it was stipulated 
ere should be 
was reduced to 
writing, that part of the ment was omitted at 
your request. On the next day we applied to 7. 
to stipulate that in case either party wished to 
have the case reviewed by the Supreme Court, it 
should be done at the June term, but you declined 
to make such an agreement. On last Saturday the 
application to make such 2 stipulation was re- 
newed to Mr. Horton, but he declined to do so 
without consuitation with his associates; no fur- 
ther answer was received. After the decision was 
rendered on Mon you met us by invitation, 
when we inguired if the case would be taken to 
Court, and requested that 
te the term now in session, 
you carried the case up. You 
unable to answer at that time, and it was 
between us that an answer should be sent 
to Mr. Goudy by 4 o'clock in the afternoon. None 
was sent or received. At o'clock on Tuesday, 
Mr. Goudy called at Mr. Fuller's office to learn 
the conclusion reached, was informed that no 
decision had n made. 

It is propér to say, bowever, that some of you 
have said, on more than one occasion, that Mr. 
Hoyne did not personally care to o to the Su- 

reme Court, and would acquiesce in the decision, 
bat, atthe same time, we were made to under- 
stand that his personal wishes might not control. 

As the law gives the right to appeal at any 
time before the 18th inst. to the term to be heid 
next September, and if this right was exercised a 
decision could not be obtained before November, 
leaving the city in ite present embarrassed condi- 
tion meanwhile, and you would not waive that 
right, the only course left te obtain a speedy set- 
tlement of the pending questions was to have a 
pro gem gates entered in the Criminal Court, 
and the record carried to the Supreme Court now 
sitting at Mt. Vernon. Such a judgment was ren- 
dered yesterday in a case of The People on the re- 
lation of Steel vs. Colvin, and a copy of the record 
is now in the possession the relator’s attorneys. 

Mr. Colvin ie entirely contented with the de- 
cision and judgment of the Circuit Court, and does 
not care to protract the litigation. We are author- 
ized to say that the record of the case in the Crim- 
inal Court will not be flied at Mount Vernon if Mr. 
Hoyne will waive the right of appeal te the Sep- 
temberterm. If such waiver is not matie, we are 
authorized by the counsel for the relator (in which 
we join) toinvite you to appear and argue the 
casein the Supreme Court at the present term. 
If, for any reason, you prefer the record of the 
case decided by the Circuit Judges, that may be 
used instead of the record of the case in the Crim- 
inal Court.

The letter did not seem to create much ex- 
citement among the gentlemen to whom it was 
directed.

I 
was under the impression that it was no part of the 
duty of Mr. Hoyne's attorneys to make any stipu- 
lation as to Mr. Hoyne’s appealing the case in the 
Circuit Courtif the decision went against him. 
Therefore, we declined to stipulate in that regard, 
leaving Mr. Hoyne to act as he thought proper 
in event of such a result. A _ stipulation 
that the decision should be final could not have 
precluded either party from taking an appeal. I 
understood from Mr. Hoyne at the time the stipula-

This would have 
the effect te fix the rights of the parties as of such 
former date, the real date from which they would 
have become fixed had it not been for the delay of 
the Court or the mistake of the Clerk. Such an 
order is said to be an order nunc pre tune. This 
is one of the remedies of the

lays. In the quo-warranto case above referred 
to, there was no case ing in court on the 26th 
day of May last, and Court ought not to etulti- 
fy itself by admitting through its order ‘‘ nunc pro 
tunc,” that it had neglected or delayed to give 
judgment in a case on the 26th of May which was 
not even pending in court, and of which it had no 
knowledge antil June 6. 

The er is a falsification of facts. A Court may 
just as well order a judgment to be entered as of 
Jan. 1, 1872, that Colvin was Mayor onjthat day, 
upon proceedings filed to-day. A. T. Stewart's 
willcould easily be disposed of by an order of the 
Court that the probate i in to his 
estate be entered on record as of Jan. 1, 1870, lo 

rior to his having made a will. Such orders woul 

exceedingly convenient in cases of diverce, and 
those involv ng Oe date of birth of children, etc. 
Such entries, if they were permitted, would be of 
incalculable mischief, and a de in the present 
case if allowed to stand. If the Supreme Court 
should affirm the — of the Criminal Court. 
it would stand edasof May 26, 1876, which 
would be equal toa finding that Mr. Colvin 
cised the ce of Mayor of Chicago on the 
day of May, 1876, while it was Mr. Hoyne 
who was de facto Mayor of the city en that 
day.

THE QUO WARRANTO. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, June 7.—By the law of the State, a 
judgment entered less than ten days before the 
sitting of the Court cannot be appealed to the next 
term. Hence the accommodating lawyers on either 
side in the Colvin quo warranto case agreed that 
everything—filing of papers, date of judgment, etc. 
—should be entered as of May 26, for the reason 
that the term of the Supreme Court at Mt. Vernon 
commenced yesterday. Now, a most glaring fraud 
has been perpetrated, and 1 am surprised that Judge 
Moore permitted his Court thus to be used. 

But the whole thing ie illegal, and the Supreme 
Court would dismiss the appeal on motion, if any 
one would make it. A Court can never date its 
judgment back, except where for some reason the 
entry of the judgment should have been made ina 
cause then — ng, but for some reason was 
not done. In Gray vs. Brignardelis, 1 Wall. 627, 
Mr. Justice Davis, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, said: ‘‘A nunc pro tanc order is 
always admissible when the delay has arisen from 
the act of the Court. and the Court held in that 
case that it could not be dome when the Court 
did not have the matter before it at that time. 

It is a perfect fraud. and Judge Moore should 
have the judgment set aside u his own motion, 
for evidently he permitted the entry without due 
consideration. The author of Freeman ou Judg- 
ments, Sec. 57, says, quoting from the language of 
the courts: ‘*Therule that — dew would be or- 
dered entered nunc pro tuc, except for delay of the 
Court, admitted of no exceptions in theory, and 
was so constantly observed in practice that one of 
the Judges remarked that he had never known of 
its violation during his e ence, extendi at 
Bar and Bench over a period of forty years. What 
may we not expect from Goudy, Root, and Colvin?
